A MATTER OF UNDERSTANDING 


On February 2 at 9:30A.M., Dr. Chester Ronning spoke to the student body 
of C.L.C. What does this mean? We the students were privileged to hear one 
of the greatest men of today speaking on a subject which is easily the most 
popular and controversial topic of the times. This subject includes many 
aspects of our troubled world: Number one being the Vietnam war, number two 
the seven million wmrepresented people of China. Dr. Ronning said that there 
exists a tremendous gap in the understanding of the results which are becoming 
increasingly dangerous. Formerly, if a government had power over an area, it 
was recognized as having this power. This was and should be the only requisite 
for recognition. Now, recognition is dependent upon the behavior of the country. 
And, who is the judge as to whether the actions of the new government are those 
befitting recognition? In answer, the "Western superiority complex" is active 
here. Diplomatic relations with China are a reality with only one Western j 
area-the United Kingdom, and she sides with the United States and so is of little. 
use to China. China needs trade not aid, and all aid given should be through 
the United Nations. 


The USSR'ts relations with China are not as some people propose. Any idea 
that Chinas’ government is a puppet to the USSR is absolutely wrong. Mao Tse- 
Tung was thrown out of the Communist Party! Communism however, is not a 
foreign ideology to the Chinese as some communist ideals are tradition. There 
is much benefit in this, for example, the community thrashing floor. Asian 
Communism, the enemy of the United States has its head quarters in Peking. 

The Chinese and Russians are joined in that they do not want the U.S. in Viet- 
nam any more than the U.S. wanted the USSR in Cuba. 


The Chinese have made mistakes in their surge for change; one being the - 
deportation of USSR technitions. Also, the Red Guards are a well organized 
group, "but as most young people, they tend to go to the extreme," Dr. Ronning 
stated. Therefore, China will move to protect national interests. The United 
States has not been victorious yet. What will happen if the armies of China 
come to the aid of the shabby North Vietnamese gorilla fighters! Unless the 
war in Vietnam is stopped-----World War 111 is a certainty! 


There must be an unhappy peace, that is, a conditionl surrender which 
will not completely satisfy everyone, but will bring peace.
